ius Irving, K.C., treasurer of the Law 
Society of Upper Canada, on his way 
up the winding walk to his office in 
the east wing. If Sir Aemilius has 
“missed a morning in all this time, 
and he is now in his 88th year, the

reason, in all probability, has been 
his absence from town. 

Sir Aemilius hes been treasurer 
longer than any of his predecessors, 
and his interest in the Law Society 
and everything pertaining to it has 
not waned with his lengthening ser- 
vice. 

Sir Aemilius may not have the phy- 
sical vigor of his nrime, and he wears 
a shawl to combat a chill, but his 
hearing is good, his eye is keen, and 
his understanding is so clear as to 
embarrass all but the mentally alert. 

Sir Aemilius is a courteous man, 
and believes in method, In his offi- 
cial capacity, he insists on system and 
accuracy, even if he is nearing the 
ninety mark. He ‘was born at Leam- 
ington, England. His father was 
Jacob Aemilius Irving, later, member 
of the Leziglative Council of Canada. 

Fis mo ‘was “Ca! 
daughter of Sir Jere Homfray, 
Llandaff House, Glamorganshire. | 

“My recollections,’ he said recent- 
ly, ‘began 83 years back. I was four 
years old. We were living in a sea- 

rt town in France, where I learned 
Tatin grammer and French. I was 
eleven years old when my father came 
to Canada and made his home at 
Lundy’s Lane. I entered Upper Can- 
ada College two-years leter, and was 
educated there. In,1839 my father 
moved to a ‘place 29 miles up Yonge 
street. My fourth son, Harieston, is 
on the homestead at the present 
time.”’ 

The writer mentioned the Rebellion 
of 1837. Sir Aemilius Irving remark- 
ed that he had witnessed the execu- 
tion of Lount and Matthews. 

“With half-a-dozen other boys from 
Upper Canada College, I stocd where 
the Adelaide street postoffice is now, 
and, standing on some steps, could 
see everything that took. place on 
the scaffold in the jailyard, near what 
is now the corner of King and Toronto 
streets I saw the men led up, saw 
them mount the scaffold, and saw 
Rev. Mr. Richardson, a Wesleyan, in 

ayer. He had one arm; he had 
ost the other in the war of 1812 when 
a sailor. Sheriff Jarvis, the uncle, I 
think, of the present sheriff's officer 
of that name, was in his official cos- 
tume. The militia stood around, un- 
der arms. The townspeople were pres- 
ent, but not in the jailyard. I heard 
the trap or platform fall, and Lount 
and Matthews were dead.” 

Speaking of his legal career, he 
says: “I was called to the Bar in 
1849, practiced here for two years, and 
then went to Galt, where I remained 
for five years. I was the first clerk 
of the peace for Waterloo County. 
While in Galt, I became charter mem- 
ber of Alma Lodge, A.F. and A.M., 
but I had been made a Mason in To- 
ronto in 1844. I am told that.I am 
the sole surviving charter member of 
Alma Lodge, Galt. I went to Hamil- 
ton in 1855, and until 1872 was solici- 
tor to the Great Western Railway. I 
was created a Q.C. in 1863. I con- 
tinued to live in Hamilton until 1883, 
and was a member of the House ,of 
Commons from 1874 to 1878. I came 
back to Toronto in 1883, and in a 
year or so devoted a good deal of my 
time to constitutional law. I was 
crowt: prosecutor for many years, par- 
ticularly in Toronto.”

Connaught In Africa. 

Here is a pleasing little picture, 
furnished by a correspondent who ac- 
companied the royal party: The 
tour of the Duke of Connaught 
through South Africa, has assumed the 
character of a triumphal progress. At 
every tiny station in the vast expanse 
of the brown Karroo there was a 
gathering of farmers, many of whom 
had driven twenty and thirty miles 
in wagons drawn by twelve or four- 
teen mules or oxen. British and Dutch

Quack remedies are dangerous, Re 
member that the brain is in close re 
lationship with the nose and lis acces 
sory cavities and that inflammation 
and infection of these cavities, if not 
recognized in time, may lead to abscess, 
“Cold cures” often mask the symptoms 
without curing the disease. Heavy 
doses of whisky and quinine often do 
more harm than good.

First.—A mustard foot bath as bot 
as cup be borne, lasting twenty to thir 
ty minutes, the body being enveloped 
in blankets to induce a profuse per 
spiration. Hot lemonade, bot flaxseed 
tea or tep to thirty drops of spirits of 
campbor io a glass of bot water will 
assist the action of the bath.
